jn the administration of the law. 
T should like, on this occasion, the 
last on which I shall address a 
Hongkong audience, to express my 
appreciation of the ‘fairness, intel- 
ligence and independence which 
has been shown by. the Hongkong 
juries during the five years I have 
been here. 


“No Self-Advertisement.” 


But it would be a dull life if it 
consisted of merely work, and 
Hongkong supplies a variety of in- 
terests, both to the mind and the 
body. I remember when I first 
came.to Hongkong, or rather when 
I first heard I was coming to 
Hongkong, I had a most incorrect 
idea of what it was like. I knew, 
as everybody knows, that Hong- 
kong’ was a great port, but the 


‘lonly ports I had seen previously 


were dirty and drab, however pros- 
perous they might be. I came to 
Hongkong to realise there must 
have been a conspiracy of silence, 
as ‘though nobody would trouble 
themselves about, or rather, want- 
ed to ignore, the sweet uses of 
advertisement. Here the kindness 
with which Hongkong welcomes 
the stranger is catholic, and what 
surprised me more was the way 
that kindness was extended on the 
very slightest excuse, and that is 
one of the things that go to make 
life worth living. There is the 
beauty of the surroundings 
“where every prospect pleases 
and only the motor cars are vile.” 
Tt was that kindness that I 
received when I came here, 


Sir Shou-son Chow,—I am high- 
ly honoured by the hospitality you 
have shown me, and I am most 
deeply gratified with the kindly 
references Dr. Kotewall made 
about me and by the way which 
you have received what he said. 
I thank you ‘for your kindly wishes 
which have been expressed for my 
happiness. and prosperity in the 
Nirvana of retirement. J will not 
say I reciprocate the wishes as I. 
don’t want all you young men to 
go into retirement before your 
time, but I do reciprocate most 
deeply the kindness In the way 
you have received me here to-night [a 
and I raise my glass to drink to 
your prosperity, health and happi- 
ness.

- OBITUARY. 


DEATH.OF DR. J. A 
O'DRISCOLL. 


Shanghai, Apr. 5. 

The sudden death took place 
this morning of Doctor J, A. 
O'Driscoll, a well-known Shanghai 
medical practitioner. Doctor 
O'Driscoll served throughout: the 
war, first ag an-officer of the 
Guards, and later with the Royal 
Army Medical Corps in Siberia. 
He was at one time President of 
the St. Patrick's Society of Shang-, 
hai, and was a partner in the firm 
of Doctors Cox and O'Driscoll. — 
Reuter, 


Albert Walter anaes, 


ee, London, Apr. 6. 
The death js roported of Albert 
Walter Gamage, the founder of 


the famous store.—Reuter. : 


[Albert Walter Gamage, the de- 
partment store magnate, was born 
at Hereford in July, 1855, and ap- 
prenticed to the drapery . trade. 
In 1874 he went to London whera 
he “lived in” as a shop assistant, 

A chance remark that a hosiery 
store was wanted in Holborn 
started’ him on his successful 
vareer. He had very little money, 
but he and a colleague, Frank 
Spain, raised 5150 and took a 
small shop in 1878. After fitting 
it up they had only £100 left for 
stock and had to get much of it 
on credit, The wholesalers at 
first refused, but Gamage had a 
way ‘with him and they agreed to 
supply. goods. With the rent ob- 
tained by letting a room at the 
back of the shop they paid for 
their apartments and, when ‘tho 
tenant left it, they lived there 
themselves, Their living — ex- 
penses came to 14/—a week. 
Their takings in the first week 
were £24, but by the third they 
were getting in £40 and the total 
for the first year was £1,632. 

After three years Spain became 
engaged and, as he thought there 
wonld not be enough income for 
two families out of the small 
business’ when Gamage’ followed 
his example, he got his partner to 
buy him out, securing £425, For 
a time young Gamage had a hard 
struggle, but his “small profits” 
policy helped him along. His was 
the first store to advertise large- 
ly in the press and to use the full 
page advertisement, and he was a 


‘pioneer of the mail order business | 


in England. Although his. under- 
taking developed into a genera) 
store, he had.alwayg specialised 
ag an athletic outfitter. 

‘The firm hag sold over 250, 000 
bicycles. ' It was the first to treat 
motoring seriously and the only 
one that sold wireless accessoriea 
before the war. Gamage refused 
to be tied down to standard prices 
by makers of proprietory articles 
and, if he was refused them, he 
placed orders direct with manu- 
facturers. In 1908 he bought the 
business of Benetfink in Cheap- 
side which was run‘as a separate 
concern. His original store in 
Holborn grew steadily till in its 
jubilee year, 1928, the capital had 
risen to £650,000. By that time 
he had handed over the active con- 
trol of the busittess to his gon. 

Keenly: interested in sports, he 
was president of mony athletic 
clubs and presented a number of 
challenge shields. and cups.]

"JAPANESE SHIP, 


The rescue of four distressed . 
fishermen whoge craft was wreck- 
ed during bad weather some sixty 
miles south of Hongkong was noti- ° 
fid to the local authorities on the 
arrival. in’port this morning of the 
8.3, Mikage Maru No, 6, the men 
having been brought. back to tha 
Colony by the master of the ship. 


Mr. Miyahara, the second officer, 
in reporting ‘the incident, said that 
the .Mikage Maru was on her way 
from Swatow to Hongkong at 7 p.m. 
on Sunday and when 60 miles south 
of the Colony came across a partly 
submerged fishing junk on which — 
were four men shouting for as- 
sistance. They were rescued by _ 
the crew of the steamer and brought , 
back. to Hongkong. ‘ ; 


It appears that the four men, the 
only people on board had gone to 
sea on the ‘evening of Saturday 
last but-met with bad . weather. 
Their junk capsized and threw them | 
into the water. They ..were able 
to cling to their craft and after a 
long night’s vigil the Mikage Maru ° 
was sighted. They immediately 
call out for assistance ‘and were re- 
scued, , rae ;

Honouring ‘a Great Judge. 


The Chairman gave “The King” 
and “The Republic of China,” 
after which the Hon. Dr. R. H. 
Kotewall proposed the chief toast 
of the evening “The Principai 
Guest.” He said: 

Mr. Chairman, Sir Henry Gollan, 
Your Excellency and gentlemen,— 
On the cover of this menu-card are 
printed eight Chinese characters 
meaning “Discernment in hearing 
litigation, and justice in adminis- 
tering the Law,” which were 
written twelve centuries ago in: 
reference. to- ‘a great: judge. 
To-night, representatives of the 
Chinese community meet here to. 
do honour to another great judge 
to whom the application of . these 
words seems so singularly appro- 
priate. 1 refer, of course, to His 
Honour Sir Henry Gollan, who is 
soon to eave us on a well-earned 
retirement. 

Sir Henry has played many 
parts, and the stage on which he 
has played them ‘has been set in 
many distant corners of the 
British | Empire. Born at 
Coquimbe, Chile, sixty-three years 
ago, Sir Henry was educated at 
Charterhouse and Edinburgh 
University, and having deen 
called to the Bar in 1895 and 
practised law in London. for some 
years, he went to Northern 
Nigeria in 1900 as Private Seere- 
tary to Sir Frederick (now Lord) 
Lugard. The London Bar’s loss 
was the Empire's vain. I do not 
suppose that in those- far-olT 
Nigerian days Sir Henry even 
imagined that he would one day 
be the Chief Justice of Hongkong, 
the place for which Sir Frederick 
Lugard was destined to’ do 80 
much. Far less do I suppose that 
Sir Frederick ever dreamt that 
his Private Secretary would one 
day act as Vice-Chancellor of the 
Hongkong University which: he 
himself was to found. Sir Henry 
Gollan. acted in that responsible 
and difficult position with wonder- 
ful success, winning the admira- 
tion and affection of: bath the 
staff and the students. So highly 
valued was his service, that at the 
last Congregation the University 
conferred on him the Honourary. 
Degree of Doctor of Laws. 

_ Gentlemen, Sir Henry Gollan did 
not stay long in his private- 


A Genileman. - 


Since hia advent to this Colony, 
Sir Henry Gollan has won the 
high respect and admiration of all 
classes of the community” A 
sound lawyer, as he is invariably 
and unanimously so.acclaimed by 
the local Bar, ‘the public have 
always felt instinctively that their 
Chief Justice was one who not 


only would administer ‘the law’ 


aright, but was also a ‘big enough 
man to see beyond the letter of the 
luw to these grent principles of 
equity on which the: law reats. 
But Sir Henry has been more than 
a great Chief Justice; he is a great 
gentleman. He is genial and 
witty, modest and courteous, 
sympathetic and kindly. To sit 
near him at dinner is a fenst in 
itself. To hear him speak at 
dinner ‘parties, concerts, prize- 
givings and public lectures is an 
intellectual delight; for it is on 
such occasions that he gives full 
play to his Inmbent wit.and gentle 
humour. 

I have just referred to Sir 
Henry's modesty. So, modest was 
he that when I asked him to give 
me some material for the speech 
which I-am now making, he sent 
me under cover ‘of a courteous and 
kind letter “a half-sheet of note- 
paper on which were written a few 
lines which told me no more than 
the fact. that Sir Henry had been 
serving on the legal side of His 
Majesty's Civil Service. But for 
the assistance of that friend-in- 
need, Mr. Hornell, in repairing the 
omissions, I would have given up 
the job in despair. Of course, if 
Thad the wit of Sir Henry Gollan, 
I might have been able to make 
up an effective discourse with the 
flimsy material he furnished me. 
But it is given to few to have Sir 
Henry’s gift’ in that direction.

* Let me'tell you a story by way 
of illustration. About three 
months. ago the Council of the

No. All 
that he said was compressed, in 
eleven words. They are these: 
“Gentlemen, the ‘Why’ is Mr. 
Waldegrave, the ‘Wherefore’ is 
this dinner!” And then he sat 
down. I assure you,. gentlemen, 
these few brief words so cleverly 
let fall on the spur of the moment 
had on effect greater than many 
a carefully prepared address. .

But I 
am still more pleased to listen to 
the flattering sentences of Dr. 
Kotewall. without any possible 
audible protest. (Laughter). I 
have often wondered what it would 
‘be like to read a kindly obituary 
notice of oneself, After the way 
in which Dr. Kotewal} has spoken 
1 have some vague idea that a 
feeling of satisfaction must arise. 
IT have always had a great respect 
for the intelligence of Dr. Kote- 
wall, but from to-night onwards, 
J shall realise that Dr. Kotewall's 
heart is bigger than his brain.— 
(Laughter), I have been in 
Colonial service for 30 years and 
t ’aran that, service under very 
primitive conditions. I went, as 
Dr, Kotewall said, to Northern 
Nigeria in 1899, where I found 
there were no stamps in the 
Colony. I remember posting a 
letter I wrote in which I had to 
put the statement that there were 
no stamps.. There were no roads 
there, and it was therefore impos- 
sible for carriages and vehicles. 
The, first kind of vehicle to arrive 
was one wheel carricd on the head 
of a native—(Laughter). The 
original Jaws consisted of three 
typewritten copies which I solemn- 
ly handed to ‘Sir Freuerick 
Lugard when he ‘took. over. 


Happy Hongkong. - 
It is in a very different way that 
I am ending: my official career in 
this most delightful and interest- 
ing Colony. Life in Hongkong is 
a particularly happy and interest- 
ing Hfe.
